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DETAILED ACTION 
Specification 

1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification sliall conclude witli one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite 
for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant 
regards as the invention. Claim 2, states "the control means are arranged to initiate 
preset pulses starting at a touch time shorter than the touch time for initiating an update 
of the image data". The Examiner does not understand this limitation. Support for this 
limitation is found in the specification on Pg. 4, lines 9-25 and Pg. 11, line 27 — Pg. 12, 
line 1 1 ; however, these paragraphs are confusing and as such clarification is needed. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States.

5. Claims 1 and 3-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Machida et al. (USPGPUB 2002/01 96207-hereinafter "Machida"). 

As to Claim 1 . Machida teaches a display device (Fig. 1, 10) comprising 
electrophoretic particles (22 and 24), a display element comprising a pixel electrode 
(28) and a counter electrode (34) between which a portion of the electrophoretic 
particles are present (See Fig. 1), and control means (14 and 16) for supplying a drive 
signal to the electrodes to bring the display element in a predetermined optical state 
corresponding to the image information to be displayed (See Figs. 1-3), characterized 
in that control means are further arranged for supplying a preset signal preceding the 
drive signal comprising a preset pulse having an energy sufficient to release the 
electrophoretic particles at a first position near one of the two electrodes corresponding 
to a first optical state, but too low to enable the particles to reach a second position near 
the other electrode corresponding to a second optical state, and in that the control 
means are further arranged for supplying the preset signal, in anticipation of or upon 
receipt of a power-up or image change operation (Figs. 9-11 and Pg. 7, H's 105-111). 

As to Claim 3 . Machida teaches that the control means are further arranged for 
generating an even number of preset pulses (See Fig. 9 and Pg. 7, H 105). 

As to Claim 4 . Machida teaches a data electrode (28) and the other electrode 
comprises a selection electrode (34) and the control means further comprising first drive 
means for applying a selection signal to the selection electrodes (Pg. 5, H 88) and 
second drive means for applying a data signal to the data electrode (Pg. 5, H 88). 
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As to Claim 5 . Machida teaches that the display device is provided with an active 
matrix addressing to provide the data signals to the pixel electrodes of the display 
elements (Pg. 5, H 91).
